union of the propriety with the viutruit, or of cx- 
tinCtion of the perſons compriſed inthe inueſtiture, 
or torany other cauſe challenge vnto themſclues the 
propriety of theforeſaid goods, butonly rhe right of 
the direct dominion : declaring that this ſhall take 


place, Doreſnauant, hereafter, a welfor th'other per-. 
ſons Eccleſiaſtical! , Monaſteries and other religions 
places being in cheir Seigniory and territory of their 
obedience. And abour the ſixreenthof Ianuary 1603. 
renuing (as they ſay ) cerraine Statutes and Decrees | 


made by their predecetſors, to this efte&t, That any, 
be he Lay orEccleſiaſtical, may nor build Churches, 
Monaſteries, Hoſpitals and other places of piety and 
deuotion without ſpeciall permiſſion ofthe Seignio- 
ry 3 they had againe ordeined in their Councell that 
the fameſhould rake place in all places vnder their 
ſubiccion , vpon paine to all trarſgreflors of baniſh- 
ments or perpetuall impriſonment, and confiſcation 
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of the ground and ſale of the edifices. And moreo- 
uer the {aid Duke and Senate the 26. of March 1605- 
tollowing an other decree, made by the ſame Senate

ſons placed in dignity Eccleſiaſticke, and this for cer- 
taine crimes, which are pretended to hauc beene 
committed by them in thetowne of Vicenza , and o- 
ther places, vnder pretence that the conniſance 
thereof belonged vnro them, and thatit is of their In- 
ri{dition, grounding themſelues vpon certain priut- - 
ledges granted, (as they pretend)ro the faid Duke and 
Senate, by certaine of our predeceſſours , Popes : 
whercin they preiudice the right ofthe Church, and 
impugnethe liberty and immunity Eccleſia Rical,and 
authority of the holy Sea Apoſtolike. And becauſe 
this turneth to the great ſcandale of the Church, and 
the perdition of the ſoules ofthe ſaid Duke and Se- 
nate : infomuch as hauing dared to publithrhe for- 
{aid Decrees and Statutes, they haue thereby incur- 
red the Ecclefaſticall cenſures ordcined by the facred 
Canons of generall Councels,and by the decrees and 
conſtitutions of the Biſhops of Rome, and the penal- 
tic of goods & lands which they hold ofthe Church, 
of the which penalties andcenſures they cannot bee 
abſolued nor diſcharged but by vs, orour ſucceſſour | 
the Pope for the rime being : and that moreouer they 
are vnable and vncapable ro enioy the benefit of the 
foreſaid ablolution, vntill they haue actually reuoked 
the ſaid Statutes and Decrees by thempublithed,and 
returned all againethat thereof hath enſued to his for- 
mereſtate. For that alſothe ſaid Duke and Senate, 
after many fatherly admonitions , which to them 
hauebeene made on our part, they haue made no ac- 
count to reuokerhe ſaid Decrees and Statutes, and 
that they ſtill keepe priſoners the ſaid Canon Sara- 
cino, and Abbat Brandclino, and that they haue ta-

« Wee, who muſt in no caſe ſuffer that the libertie 
and immunitie of the Church, and ous autaoritic, 
and of the holy Sea Apoſtolique be violated, and de- 
ſpiſed,tollowing the Decrees ot many generail coun- 
cels, and the examples of our predeceſlors, Innocen- 
tius the Third, Honorius the Third, Greg-rie the 
Ninth, Alexander the Fourth, Clement the Fourth, 
Martin the Fourth, Boniface thtEight, Boniface the 
Ninth, Martin the Fift, Nicolagthe Fifr, and other 
Biſhops of Rome, which haue held this holy Sca be- 
fore vs,ſome whereot haue reuoked the like ſtatutes 
as void ofthemſclues, and declared them void, and 
of no force or vertue, heing made againlt the libertie 
and immunitie of the Churche , and others haue yet 
gone further, euen to excompunicate the authors of 
ſuch ſtatutes and ordinances; hauing duely conſulted 
with our moſt venerable brethren the Cardinals of 
the holy Romane Church, with their counſel] and 
conſent (albeit the ſaid decrees, edicts, and mandates - 
be of themlelues void, & of none eftet) we haue not- 
withſtanding anew declared them void & of no force 
and vertue, and being ſuch, declare thatno man is 
bound to the obſeruation of thera. And moreouer 
it the ſaid Duke and Senate within 24. daies (recko- 
ning fromthe day ofthe publication of theſe preſents 
in this Cite, whereof we appoint vnto them eight 
daies forthe firſt, eight fortheſecond, and theorher

or that otherwiſe they ſhall come-vngo yourknow- 
ledge ; you by yourſelues, orothers cauſe tro be pub- 
liſhed ſolemnly, enery ane it his; Oburch ,when there 
ſhall be greateſt nuinber and codcourle of people:

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order, the bookes are interdicted and forbidden be- \ 
fore rheauthors ofthemare heard to ſpeak forthem- 
{elues, neither any ſentences or propolitions choſen 
out, marked and noted with ſpeciall cenſures, that it 
might be made manitelſt in euerte particular of what 
ſort they cither were or might be eſtceined to be; as 
the cuſtome hath beene in tormer times, and eſpeci- 
ally obſerued inthe Councell holden at Conſtance: 
but the matter deliuered after anew faſhion, and vn- 
heardof, inan claborate oration, namely that many 
things in thoſe bookes contained were very raſh, ca- 
lumnions, ſcandalous, ſeditions, ſciſmaticall and here- 
ticall reſpectimely, lorhat by reaſon of the obſcurity of 
the oration, and the vndetermined limitation of that 
aduerbe., it cannot appeare, whether by all thoſe 
wordes, all the forcſaid bookes bee condemned, or 
what eſteemexve areto make of eucric one of them 
in particular , and this done to this end, thatmen 
might reſerue tree libertic vato themlelues to ſpeake 
whenand what they would, asthe occaſions of the 
future buſineſle might moue them, and that the au- 
thors of the bookes might haue their anſwers to 
ſecke for the defending of their bookes. And fince 
all bookes that might afterward be written of that ar- 
gument, which might containe in them the right - 
and cauſcof the Common-wealth of Yerzce, are al- 
readic condemned, an end is put to any intended 
controuerſic in reſpect of any one which would be a 
publiſher or defender of their lawes and rights. 
Wherefore moſt renouned Lordes, ſince ſentence 
(though ambiguousand needing a manifold expli- 
cation) is alreadic denounced againſt me concerning 


thoſe 
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thoſe bookes which were compoſed by me, afterſo 
great a pretudice brought vpon mee, before 1 was 
heard ſpeak,itis nornow lawful by any right,thatany 
otherindgement ſhould be pronounced againſt me, 
as it the matter were intire, or that. I ſhould be called 
to mineanſwer and citedro appeare after ſentence 
denounced again{t me. 

Neither beſides all this can I looke for vpright 
indgement , whenas (among thereſt ) that worthy 
Lord Cardinall Bellarmine, ſitteth as Indge, whoin 
a booke thus in Italian inticuled Ar anſwer of Cardt- 
nall Bellarmine to a Treatiſe of feuen Dinines of Venice, 
concerning the Interditt of the holineſſe of our Lord 
Pope Paul the F ift, and to the oppofitions of Friar Paul 
of the order of Sernants againſt the firſt writing of the 
[aid Card;nall, doth plainly afhrme that he had beene 
exceedingly iniured by the forefaid Apologie, and 
wheras he dothnort anſwer that which was obieted 
againſt him, hee heapeth vp a multitude of raunts a- 
oainſt me, and on cuerie {ide breatheth out renenge, 
and therefore hee ought rohaue abſteined from de- 
nouncing ſentence againſt me, orelſe from interpo- 
{1 1ghimſelfe 45a indge in this matter, either for feare 
of God or his owne conſcience errifying him, or at 

leaſt for the avoiding of ſcandall, 

Futthermore this may bee added that ſentences 
and cenſures haue beene publiſhed againſt our re- 
nowmed Prin-e, the Senate, and Common wealth 
of Venice,and againſt their fauourers,adherents,and 
counſellers, v homT of duty and with blefling from 
the Reyerend Father Prior generall of my order of 
Seruants doferue in Place ofa Diuine & an Ecclef1- 

aſticall

a{ticall ciuill Lawyer ; as others can not diſſemblec 
their angrie minde again(t me, fo. cannot butbe in 
greatteare : which things ſeeingthey be maniteſt ro | 
allmen, needed not any longer diſcourſe. {| 
Bur ſecing that (as ic is auerred) it is manifeſt vnto 
you by theteſtimonie of men of credit and other ar- 
guments, that there 1 is noſafe acceſſe vnto mee, to 
ſerue a perſonall citation,it ſhould bee farre more ap- 
parant vnto the fame men, that I ſhould haue farre 
lefle fate, yea 95 dangerous paſlage vnto you : 
| wherfore ye have ſaved me a labour of prouing that 
which I purpoſedto haue done:for if ye being migh- 
tic men, bee not able to feruc one citation on mee, C 
ſhall Ithe meaneſt of all, being now abſent tromrhe \ 
Communion of you and yours, looke for fate con- 
duds , thall I haue fafe accefle vnto you ? 
|. Neitheris this to bee Jaſt and leaſt regarded, thar

of vniuſt and vndeſerued infamy ſhall be taken away. 
I nothingreſpe&the puniſhment of being deprined 


from offices and dig 1nes which vee hrearen beitde 


excommunication : I neitherdefire any offices or 


dignities, ncither would I receiue any it they were 
_ offered. Iam fully determined to applie my lelfe to 
" the ſervice ot God in that calling in which hee hath 


placed me. Ler thoſe bee moucd with fuch ſcarre- 
crowes, who do account them puniſhments. 1 e- 
ſteeme it an eſpeciall office and dignitie to liue all my

But in the meanetimeſince Ican not come vnto 
vouto render by lively voice an account of my faith 


tor reaſons abouc mentioned, and others in their due 


place and time to be alledged: by my works alreadic 
publitned, and thoſe which I ſhall heereafter per- 
forme, [ haue and will render youa full account of it, 
and I will keepe entire that cutie, obedience, and 
faith; which Lhaue heererofore borne cowards you, _ 
(elpecially ſo many yeerzs as I was conuerſant at 


Rome) hoping that God will giue INC OPPortunitic, 


time, and occaſion to approue my innocencie vnto 
you, and the whole world, and heare race in his due 
time, and in the meane hoe glue mee ſuch fucceſle 
with my tentation, that Tihall be ableto bearc it. But 
I do earneltly intreat and beleech you by the com- 
ming of Chriſt our Lord, Fan dutic and place

For in the meane tnne whileſt 
they are condemned togcrher with other w /ritings 
of other men without any ſpeciall exception, 
with an ambiznous aduerb,l proteſt tatthere 
can be nothing found in them worthy 
reprehenſton.
